Another Negro Attacked 


| SHELBYVILLE, Tenn, Dee. 21.— 
Lynch. violence against the Negro 


population here, including an at- 
tempt to stab a Negro orderly at 
the local hospital, continued 
throughout last night in a gruesome 
sequel to Wednesday’s mob attack 
on the courthouse during the trial 
of E. K. Harris, a Negro worker. 


The Negro orderly had attempted 
to assist in the rémoval of the body 
of Gilford Freeman, one of the 
lynch leaders shot by National 
Guardsmen defending the court- 
house, when a white man attacked 
him with a knife. A white nurse 
protected the Negro by throwing 
herself between him and his as- 
sailant. 


Freeman, a mechanic, had died 
yesterday, increasing the total of 
dead to four. The other known 
dead are Raleigh Edwards, an in- 
terior decorator, and Pat Lawes, a 
farmer. Local authorities have 
thrown a thick shroud of mystery 
around the identity of the fourth 
dead lynch leader, leading to the 
belief that he is either a city offi- 
cial or a prominent local business 
man. His body is reported to have 
‘mysteriously “disappeared” after he 
had been declared dead by Dr. 
Joseph L. Morton, county health 
officer.

White Goods 
Bosses Dodge 
Wage Code 


ne N. R. A. code in the white 
‘goods industry of New York means 
that girls are working for as low as 
$7 a week. 

This startling fact was revealed 
in a statement issued by the rank 
and file workers of Local 62, Inter- 
‘national Ladies Garment Workers 
Union, made public yesterday. 


The rank and file statement 
charges that the N. R. A. has 
brought drastically lowered wages 
for the 25,000 girls in the industry, 
while Samuel Shore, manager of the 
local, and other officials sit at code 

and sanction this state of 
affairs. It is further brought out 
thet the officials and code 
authorities in permitting many 
tricks designed to lower the workers’ 
dards, are thereby violating the 
agreement won by the workers as a 
result of the strike in September 
1933. which provides for a minimum 
of $21 for operators and $14.00 for 
pressers and examiners. 


Violation of the union’s constitu- 
tion by the officials and complete 
absence of democracy in the union. 
make it impossible thus far for the 
‘membership to bring their griev- 
~anees for action before the union. 
‘There has been only one member- 
ship meeting and one mass meeting 
since the 1933 strike. 


The union's constitution calls for 
a membership meeting monthly. 
Several weeks ago a delegation of 
«girls, members of local 62 went to 
David Dubinsky, International 
President of the I. L. G. W. U. and 
placed before him a demand that a 
local membership meeting be called. 
Although Dubinsky's secretary 
promised that the demands will be 
placed before him, no action has as 
‘yet been forthcoming. 

Since the 1933 strike, the code 
providing a $16.50 minimum scale 
‘for operators, and $14 for pressers 
and examiners has been adopted. 

Their chief grievance against the 
code is the inelusion of the Phy-

‘sical deficiency clause.“ Because of 


‘the low prices set for piece work, 
‘the majority of the girls cannot 
even make the minimum scales. In 
order that the girl should hold on

to the girl and gives her a sealed 
renvelope on N. R. A. stationary to 
«take to a doctor which he specifies. 
The doctor signs the letter, and 
thereby the girl is stamped as de- 
‘ficient labor.” She is therefore no 
‘longer entitled to the minimum 
‘scale. Whatever she makes on the 
*basis of the low piece work rates is 
then on legal. Many of the girls get 
as Jow as $7.00 after a full week’s 
work. 

Among other complaints of the 
rank and file is the permission of 
union contracting shops to compete 
with union manufacturing shops.

Reliet Workers 
Move to Strike 
In New Jersey 


NEWARK, N. J., Dec. 21.—Fol- 
lowing the complete refusal of the 
State Emergency Relief Adminis- 
tration to meet any of the demands 
of the organized unemployed, the 
State Federation of Unemployed 
and Relief Workers yesterday called 
upon all its affiliated groups to pre- 
pare for a general strike on all re- 
lief projects on Friday, Jan. 4. 

The State Emergency Relief Ad- 
ministration yesterday refused all 
the demands of the organized un- 
employed for a decent standard of 
relief to the jobless. 

Four Point Program 

The committee setting forth the 
demands of the organized unem- 
ployed presented a four-point pro- 
gram of demands formulated by the 
New Jersey State Federation of Un- 
employed and Relief Workers. The 
demands called for: 

1. A minimum scale of wages of 

not less than 75 cents per hour 

for all unskilled’ labor on relief 


The administrative council of the 
relief administration: refused to 
meet with the delegation, but sent 
State Relief Director Lewis Comp- 
ton, who, speaking for the adminis- 


tration, stated that the demands 


could not be met “because of insuf - 
ficient funds,” that the present 
system of work relief vouchers was 
intended to “raise the moral stand- 
ard of the relief clients,” and that 
the unemployed “were not com- 
pelled to work for the relief allow- 
ance.” 
65,000 Represented 

The committee in the name of 
65,000 workers represented in the 
State Federation of Unemployed 
and Relief Workers countered this 
refusal by giving the relief adminis- 
tration until Jan. 4 to meet the de- 
mands for living wages and trade 
union standards on the relief jobs, 
Winter clothing and a general 20 
per cent relief rise, or a general re- 
lief strike would be called through- 
out the State. 

The State Federation of Unem- 
ployed and Relief yesterday called 
upon all relief workers to prepare 
for the strike call on Friday, Jan. 
4, 1935, and urged all unions of the 
American Federation to back the 
strike. A quota of $1,000 has been 
set as a general strike fund, and an 
appeal has been sent out to all or- 
ganizations to rush funds at once to 
Fred Haug, state secretary of the 
Federation of Unemployed and Re- 
lief Workers at 52 West Street, 
Newark, N. J. 

The Federation is composed of 55 
unemployed groups, 62 fraternal 
organizations, and 20 trade union 
locals.

The international situation of 
German fascism has become more 
unstable, which accounts for the 
development of differences between 
the political direction of German 
fascism and the direction of the 
Reichswehr. . This internal 
uneasiness will oblige the German 
government to take a more prudent 
course in external policy. Hence 
rumors of the eventual return of the 
Reich to the League of Nations. 


“German fascism employs three 
methods of diplomacy in its foreign 
policy. While Herr Rosenberg ad- 
vocates the policy of “dangerous 
alliances” and official diplomacy 
deals in polite notes, Herr von Rib- 
bentrop crosses Europe to disarm 
those who have created the bulwark 
of European peace. If the situation 
becomes more acute, however, the 
internel instability may force new 
methods on the Reich’s foreign 
policy.”

without even too greatly penetrating the deeper 
significance of the facts, the intertwining and 
linking up of the wide ramifications of the fascist 
forces in the United States. 

The basic factor is that the Roosevelt regime 
and its New Deal, unable to solve the crisis, despite 
its furious drive on labor’s living standard, is laying 
the basis for a rapid development of fascism: The 
most reactionary section’ of finance capital, as ex- 
posed in the letter of Raskob, is already organizing 
its fascist forces, trying to lay the mass base for 
fascism, to speed the drive, first on the Communist 
Party, and then more swiftly against the whole 
organized labor movement in the United States. 

Whoever tries to belittle the danger now plays 
into the hands of the fascist forces in this country. 

The pro-fascist movement is developing rapidly 
on the basis of the objective conditions, created by 
the crisis and the policy of the Roosevelt govern- 
ment. 

We already see now symptoms of the increasing 
attacks, such as the mounting number of criminal 
syndicalist cases, the severe drive on the Communist 
Party in Chicago, on the Negro masses, in the prep- 
aration of laws for the outlawing of the Communist 
Party, for the deportation of foreign-born workers. 

What every worker should mark and act on, 
especially Socialist Party members and A. P. of L.

Unemployment Shows 
Sharp Rise in France 
As Wages Are Slashed 


PARIS, Dec. 21.— The rise of un- 
employment in France continues at 
an accelerated pace while the gen- 
eral economic situation among the 
workers is becoming worse. 

Unemployment statistics just is- 
sued, covering the week ending last 
Saturday, show a rise of 9,658 over 
the previous week and 115,223 over 
the corresponding week in 1933. 

The government figures of those 
totally unemployed is registered as 
384,841, but it is generally agreed, 
even by conservative authorities, 
that the actual total is about four 
times the official figure, I. e., 1,500,000. 

Reliable observers here expect un- 


ment figures such as these are un- 
precedented, and in view of the 
mass suffering which will be wide - 
spread this winter, leaders of the 
united front of Socialists and Com- 
munists are already warning that 
the reactionary Flandin administra- 
tion will attempt to utilize some fas- 
cist scheme of militarizing the great 
numbers of the unemployed similar 
to the C. C. C. camps in the United 
States under Roosevelt. 


As an indirect but certain bar- 
ometer of the wage- cuts now being 
effected all over France may be 
taken the fact that while retail 
prices have dropped five per cent 
the cost of living fell only one per 
cent.

Leaders to Reject N. R. A. Truce 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Dec. 21.— 
Mass pressure of rank and file mem- 
bers of the Amalgamated Associe- 
tion, which has been expressed in 
an indignant rejection of the com- 

pany union agreement whereby the 
| Iron and Steel Institute seeks to 
force a six-months “truce” on the 
steel workers, forced Mike Tighe and 
A. F. of L. top leaders to turn down 
the latest proposal of the steel em- 
ployers, made in Washington under 
the “personal supervision” of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. 

Meanwhile, the Steel Labor Board 
continues to delay action on pend- 

demands for reinstatement of 

klisted steel workers and gov- 
ernment-supervised elections in 
plants of the major steel companies, 
in hopes that a “truce” can be en- 
forced without bucking the U. 8. 
Steel Corporation. Many cases, 
notably those of the Duquesne and 
McDonald plants of Carnegie Steel 
Co. have been “pending” now for 
over eight months but the Board 
is by no means averse to further 
stalling. 

Same Old Plan 

The proposals of attorneys for the 
steel trust were essentially the same 
as those offered to Duquesne em- 
ployees three weeks ago—the com- 
pany would recognize mill commit- 


tees of the Amalgamated as “col- 


lective bargaining representatives” 
of only those.workers belonging to 
the A. A., reserving at the same 
time the right to deal with “minor- 
ity groups” of employes, namely 
company unions. 

Under such an agreement, “col- 
lective bargaining” for the Amal- 
gamated workers would mean sim- 
ply the hearing of their demands 
by company officials, following 
which the office door would be po- 
litely opened and the union com- 
mittee would be ushered out with 
either a refusal or the ignoring of 
their requests by the company, as 
the workers’ share of the bargain- 
ing arrangement. 

Committees from the company 
union, on the other hand, would be 
welcomed with open arms by the 
company officials, their demands 
(the company would see that they 
were not too serious), would be 
promptly granted, and the company 
stool-pigeons could then spread the 
news through the plant of their 
successful negotiations with the 
management.

vast, nation-wide movement, the 
bourgeois State exposes itself to 
wider and wider sections of still un- 
class-conscious workers as an in- 
strument of repression in the hands 
of monopoly capital. .

Two-thirds of the delegates 
to the recent Congress of the illegal 
Austrian Communist Party, for ex- 
ample, had come over to the Party 
since the February rising. At the 
end of July of this year, the Revo- 
lutionary Socialists and the Schutz- 
bund formed with the Communist 
Party a central Committee of Ac- 
tion, whose first act was the issu- 
ance of a joint appeal for anti-war 
demonstrations on August 1. The 
platform adopted for the campaign 
by the Committee of Action was al- 
most completely Leninist. 


The growing unification of the 
Socialist and Communist workers 
everywhere, the establishment of 
the United Front in a number of 
countries, the drive for united 
struggle against fascism and im- 
perialist war in every country of 
Capitalism, attest to the increasing 
sympathy of the social-democratic 
workers for the Party of Commu- 
nism. The accession on the part 
of the Socialist Parties to the 
United Front urgings of the Com- 
munist Parties in France, Italy, the 
Saar and Spain, registers the irre- 
pressible drive of the social-demo- 
cratic workers for common action 
with the Communists, in whom they 
recognige their class brothers, in 
whose Party they see the fearless, 
militant leader. 


In other countries, as in the 
United States, where the decisive 
sections of the top leadership of 
the Socialist Party are still able to 
prevent the acceptance on a national 
scale of the repeated United Front 
proposals of the Communist Party, 
the Socialist workers and local 
functionaries are in many places 
forming from below united cam- 
paigns of struggle with the Com- 
munists. Such, in this country, are 
notably the efforts of the Commit-

Southern United Front Significant 


Most significant are the united 
front agreements signed last week 
with the Southern District of the 
Communist Party by jhe Socialist 


Party state organizations of North 
Carolina, Tennessee, Arkansas, Ken- 


N.E.C. to sanction the united front 
on a national scale, is the clearest 
indication that the top leaders of 
the Socialist Party are reckoning 
without their membership. The 
Southern Region United Front is a 
declaration that the rank and file 
of the Socialist Party is determined 
not to wait until the 1936 Conven- 
tion of the Party for permission to 
enter into solidarity actions with 
the Communist workers against the 
onslaughts of the New Deal regime 
upon the workefs’ conditions and 
democratic rights, but is resolved to 
confront that Convention with the 
United Front as an accomplished 
fact. 


In the face of this visible process 
of revolutionization that is taking 
place in the ranks of social-dem- 
ocracy, the Second International 
heads, as well as the leadership of 
the Socialist parties, find them- 
selves compelled to resort to various 
subterfuges designed to decoy their 
followers from the Leftward road. 

Not quite so crudély stated as the 
plea of delegate Vougt of Sweden, 


but having the same anti-working 
class intent, is the recent brief for 
“power” presented by the editor of 
The Néw Leader, James Oneal, in 
the autumn issue of The American 
Socialist Quarterly. Mr. Oneal, who 
has all these years fled from Bol- 
shevik phrases as from the plague, 
has suddenly burst forth with an 
article entitled “On the Road to 
Power.” 


Let us see what road to power 
Mr. Oneal proposes for the working 
class. 

Afraid of Open Attack 


Oneal opens his article with a 


warning against “some rigid form- 


ula to be applied to all countries.” 
This, of course, is a method to which 
traditional social-democracy com- 
monly resorts when it dares not 
openly attack the proletarian drive 
to power. It is an attempt to give 
the appearance of “dogma” and 
“rigid form 
revolutionary slogans that are em- 
bodiments, in clenched, fighting 
phrases, of the Marxist-Leninist 
guide to proletarian action. In thus 
trying to play “flexible,” the reac- 
tionary social-democratic leaders are 
in reality trying to break down the 
revolutionary principles of the work- 
ing class. The charge of “rigid 
formula” is invariably the opening 
statement for piloting their way in- 
to the broader stream of complete 
rejection of revolutionary principle. 
Mr. Oneal leaves no doubt as to his 
purpose when, in the very opening 
paragraph, in speaking of the 
“march to power,” he adds, “what- 
ever the road chosen may be.“ 


For revolutionary Marxism, for 
Marxism-Leninism, the only road to 
power is the revolutionary over- 
throw of capitalism and the estab- 


tucky, and Alabama, which called on

lishment of the dictatorship of the 
proletariat—Soviet power. All other 
roads lead away from proletarian 
power. Anyone who speaks of 
“whatever the road chosen may be“ 
sets himself accordingly against 
revolutionary Marxism: he charts 
for the working class imaginary 
roads to power in a circuit of per- 
petual wage-slavery. What does it 
matter then to an Oneal if on 
“whatever the road chosen may be” 


‘In fact, 


the sign-posts read: “The Road to 
Power“? 


And which of his plurality of roads 
would Mr. Oneal have us choose? 
He presents his counsel to the work - 
ing class as follows: 

“Capitalism in Socialist Basis” 


“Unless its (the proletariat’s) po- 
litical and economic organizations 
are pledged to the aim of recorgan- 
izing capitalism on a socialist basis 


and unless both intimately cooper- 
ate in the immediate struggle as 
well as for the ultimate aim, an 
essential of the road to power is 
locking.” (Italics mine—V. J. J.) 

Here we have the meaning of Mr. 
Oneal's goal: Not to destroy capi- 
talism, but to reorganize it; not to 
shatter the botirgeois State and to 
construct the new foundations for 
the Socialist society, but to réform 
and strengthen capitalism—‘“on a 
socialist basis.” This is the power 
Mr. Oneal holds in store for the 
working class—the very “socialism” 
toward which the N. R. A, was a 
step, as he and his fellow leaders 
swore. It is thoughts of such 
„power“ that bring a section of the 
Prague leadership of the shattered 
German social-democracy to state, 
at this very moment, of Hlitler's 
rule: 


“It is progressive capitalism 
and the clearing away of the 
debris for Socialism; it is a piece 
ef Sotialism ... [Deutsche 
Freiheit, September 12, 1934.) 


Do you not see, workers of the 
Socialist Party, why the James 
Oneals who bandy about words like 
“Socialism” and “power,” but whose 
policy is one of collaboration with 
the bourgeois class, take up the 
battle cries of Socialism while 
lining themselves up on the side of 
capitalism ? 

To screen their role of betrayal, 
these “Socialists” make it a point 
of seeming to support themselves 
on texts from Merx and Engels. 
The devil quoting the bible. This 
time Mr. Oneal is pleased to drag 
in Engels’ Preface to Matx’s Class 
Struggles in France. And our 
“Marxist” concludes: 

“To sum up, Engels did not 
solve the problems involved in 
the road to power although he 
faced them. He believed that the 
Socialist movément grows strong 
by constitutional means 


Oneal is, of course, repeating 
here the construction that his re- 
visionist forebear, Eduard Bernstein, 
put on Engels’ Preface; namely 
that the Party should renounce its 
revolutionary program and in its 
place (in the words of Bernstein) 
“carry on a slow propaganda of 
parliamentary activity.” 


Text Repudiated by Engels 


What are the facts in the case? 

Engels wrote his celebrated Pre- 
face in 1895, the year of his dee th. 
It is known that immediately after 
its publication Engels vehemently 
repudiated the published version. 
Kautsky himself, in his 
The Roed to Power (p 43, German 
Edition) cites from a letter that 
Engels wrote on April Ist. (the 
preface was published in March): 


“To my astonishment, I notice 
in the Vorwaerts today an extract 


reprinted without my previous 
knowledge and distorted in such

a manner that I stand there as 
a peaceable worshipper of legal- 
ity at any price.” 


Not until 1925 did the whole 
truth came out. The Marx-Engels 
Institute revealed to the world that 
that which for thirty years had 
| passed for Engels“ Preface to Marx's 
Class Struggle in France was, in 
reality, a distortion, a forgery per- 
petrated by Bernstein. The Insti- 
tute had come into possession of 
the original manuscript and pub- 
lished for the first time the Pre- 
face which Engels had written. 
Then it became evident that Engels’ 
discussion of the military tactics 
that the working class would have 
to adopt in its future revolutionary 
struggles against capitalism had 
been criminally emasculated in the 
1895 version. To take but one of 
a number of passages: In Bern- 
stein's mangled text, in discussing 
the layout of the Berlin streets in 
relation to their suitability for 
barricade fighting in the face of 
the new miltary equipment of the 
bourgeoisie, Engels is made to con- 
cludé his remarks with the words: 


Berlin for a barricade battle would 
have to be a lunatic.” 


Saw Necessity of Fighting 


But what Bernstein kept from the 
world and what the Marx-Engels 
Institute revealed was that Engels 
had added the following: 


“Does this mean that the street- 
batties will play no part in the 
future? Not at all. It simply 
means that conditions have be- 
come far more unfavorable for the 
civilian fighters since 1848, and 
far more favorable for the mili- 
tary forces. Street battles in the 
future may be successful only if 
this unfavorable situation can be 
neutralized by other factors. Such 
fights will therefore be far less 
usual in the earlier stages of a 
great revolution, than in its later 
course, and will have to be fought 
with greater resources of strength. 
Such battles will rather resort—as 
ih the great French Revolution, 
and as on 8 mber 4th and Oc- 
tober 3ist, 1870, in P open 
attack than to the defdnsive tac- 
tics of the barricades.” 

By such downright forgery have 
the Marx-vitiators of the Second 
International attempted to drape 
their reformism and _ eventual 
counter revolution with the banner 
of Engels. Engels’ warning to the 
working class that it must hence- 
forward turn from tactics of de- 
fence to open attack is crippled by 
them into an apology for bourgeois 
constitutionalism. And now James 
Oneal, as though he had never 
heard of the expose, brazenly con- 
tinues Bernstein’s lie. And falsely 
assuming the patronage of Engels, 
he asks: 

“With the enormous powers of

attempt to stop it, to quench the 
early fires of revolt. Militant 
leaders are given better jobs ai 
better order to discredit 


Farmers Uniting for Struggle 

But the ranks of the farmers are 
becoming more and more solid. They 
are demanding united action on re- 
lief for their families. They are 
directing this pressure not only 
against the government officials but 
also against the leaders of the big 
farm organigzations like the Farmers 
Union and the National Holiday 
Association, to try to force them 
into action. To date, no national 
or State leader of the Farmers 
Union has taken any active part in 
the relief fight. Instead they con- 
tinue to peddle legislative proposals 
which many of these same leaders 
in the Farmers Union privately ad- 
mit will not help the present situa- 
tion. Here also the hand of the ad- 
ministration is seen at work. A 
split in the whole Farmers Union 
is now taking place. Important 
leaders from Montana, North 
Dakota, Minnesota and Wisconsin, 
who cluster around the Terminal 
Association and work in close har- 
mony with the National Grain Cor- 
poration, a government agency, have 
been meeting in Minneapolis to en- 
gineer just such a split. 


In the face of this situation, there 
are arising all over the Great Plains 
independent movements covering 
counties and townships bringing 
mass pressure to bear on the relief 
authorities. A score of counties in 
this area have organized regular 
mass meetings of farmers and wage- 


workers where members H all the 


farm and labor organizations of the 
county come together to consider 
action in the struggle for relief. 
Committees responsible to and 
elected by these mass meetings have 
been placing constant pressure on 
the local county commissioners and 
relief authorities. This action has 
won local victories: Broken Bow, 
Nebraska has forced distribution of 
free coal, which was never done bee 
fore the demand was made.

I was hired as a stock girl at 
Arnold Constable; that swanky store 
on Fifth Avenue. They pay $2.34 a 
day to stock girls. Except for a few 
weeks before Christmas, if you 
come in at 8:30 a.m. you are finished 
at 5:45 p.m. Now, before Christmas, 
you work from 9:20 am. to 6:30 
p.m. for the same $2.34. They hire 
twice as many stock girls as they 
do sales girls. Sales girls get $3 a 
dev. 

These last few Saturdays the 
store was crowded. They needed 
sales girls. So they asked some of 


Miller back on the job, and force 
the company to pay him his back 
wages. According to the agreement, 
a third demand arose in the strike. 
Since the company unjustly dis- 
charged Miller and refused to take 
him back, the company is supposed 
to pay a one-dolar fine to each 
miner as that was deducted from 
them before in unauthorized strikes, 

However, the District tried to get 
the miners back to work with only 
back pay. They settled the strike 
so that Miller got his job back and

SCIENCE AND THE CRISIS 
Hard times have made the aver- 
age scientist give up the notion 


The | that he has no concern with society 


and its conflicts. His proud quest 
for truth, as he would have put it, 
has turned into a frantic search for 
a job. Although economically the 
scientist is very close to the poverty 
line, he still likes to think himself 
an integral part of the ruling class 
which in the main uses him only as 
an instrument to increase its profits. 


But he closes his eyes to the fact 
that he has become a jobber for war 
industry, and blarſſes his troubles on 


of | the “laboring man.” 


A theory is being developed that 


: it is the “ignorant working man” 


who is blocking the further devel- 
opment of scientific research. Ac- 
cording to this theory, the worker 


.| blames science for bringing on the 


crisis, and in retaliation he brings 
the force of his prejudices to bear 
against scientific work. Some of the 
more pessimistic exponents of this 
view predict the emergence of a new 
dark age in which science wil retro- 
gress back to superstition and 
magic. 

Now it is obvious that there are 
very good grounds for being pessi- 
mistic about the trend of science 
under capitalism. Dr. Karl T. 
Compton, president of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, 
has estimated that there has been a 
cut of $50,000,000 in the annual bud- 
get of funds spent for scientific re- 
search. A more realistic estimate 
would run in the neighborhood of 
$100,000,000. In fact, the data that 
is available indicates that appro- 
priations for research have been 
curtailed by at least 50 per cent. But 
it is important to note that the 
of scientific budgets has 
by workers; they 
have been cut by big business and 
the government, by the very people 
and the institutions that most 
scientists look to for a solution of 
their troubles. 


2 IS capitalism that has destroyed 


the scientist’s opportunity to 
develop his ideas. There is more 
money to be made from destroying 
crops than in developing new agri- 
cultural techniques. Rent can still 
be collected from fire-traps; why 
build, or encourage research in new 
housing? The scientist, if he is 
honest, will admit that when you 
mention the word “idea” to a cap- 
italist he screams for a policeman 
unless it has the promise of sweet 
profits. 

Consequently those scientists who 
toady to big business for small 
favors only increase the contempt 
that the bourgeois has for a man 
who doesn’t devote his life to mak- 
ing money or clipping coupons. 
Some awareness of this fact has ap- 
parently crept into the minds of 
individual scientists, but by and 
large, they still beg for crumbs. 


The report of Roosevelt’s Science 


This is only a littie more than two 
and half million a year. It is far 
less than the expenditures of any 
large industrial research bureau. It 
couldn’t finance the costs of any 
large-scale research as the expe- 
rince of the large corporations in- 
dicates. And by comparison with 
the $200,000,000 that the Soviet 
Union spent for reserach in 1934, it 
is, of course, a ridiculous sum. 

In the second place, the reader 
will be struck by the limited chare 
acter of the research problems that 
are posed. They comprise problems 


that fundamentally are already . 


solved such as: weather forecasting 
by the air-mass method (discussed 
previously in the column), the 
transmission of high-voltage cure 
rents through underground systems, 
fog-dissipation and the like. 

What has kept these innovations 
from being put into full operation 
is the profit system and the vested 
interests of particular groups of 
capitalists. Research along these 
lines subsidized by the government 
would primarily serve to advertise 


the companies which stand to profit 
from their commercial exploitation. 
It would be a stepping stone toward 
handing these companies govern- 
ment bonuses. In this connection it 
is significant that among the mem- 
bers of the committee are represen- 
tatives of large corporations who 
would profit from the industrial de- 
velopment of these techniques. 


HE Board does not consider any 
fundamental and revolutionary 
changes in technique. In a recent 
issue of Iron Age, for example, there 
was a brilliant presentation by an 
engineer of a continuous method of 
producing steel which would save 
five dollars on every ton. If the in- 
dustry were running at cavacity this 
would mean a saving of about $250 - 
000.000 a year. And this considera- 
tion does not take into account the 
revolution in other branches of pro- 
duction that the new method would 
bring about. But such a method in- 
volves a long-range research pro- 
gram of about $50,000,000. and the 
destruction of property rights. Un- 
der such circumstances no such 
revolutionary innovation will be in- 
troduced, and as the engineer who 
developed the idea himself says, its 
future development is possible only 
in the Soviet Union. 


To be able to plan fundamental 
scientific research you must firt 
have a planned economy of which 
science is an integral pert. But in 
order to have a planned economr, 
you must firet have a proletarien 
revolution which destroys property 
rights and capitalism. These are les- 
sons that every scientist must take 
to heart. There is no future either 
for him or his work under decey- 
ing capitailsm. Science and scien- 
tists have in arge part become es- 
pects of conspicuous waste that the 
capitalist can do without. Only 
those ohases of scientific work that 
are directly concerned with war- 
fare will be encouraged. As Hitler

The Wall Street Program 


N THE way he is handling the proposed 

program for recovery, which was pre- 
pared by a secret conference of the coun- 
try’s industrialists, Roosevelt is once again 
showing himself an exceedingly astute 
agent of Wall Street’s monopolies. 

Yesterday’s press made a deliberately large 
splash of the way the economic proposals of the 
industrialists were “rebuffed.” 

The purpose of all this side-show is quite ob- 
viously to try to impress the population with the 
subterfuge that these powerful Wall Street indus- 
trialists have little to say in the White House. 

What makes the whole spectacle even more 
ridiculous is the fact that Roosevelt, while he 
stages this “rebuff,” is actually preparing to carry 
through most of the policies which the indus- 
trialists propose. He has already made it clear 
that he will “revise” the N. R. A. in precisely the 
direction which the industrialists now demand, 
in the direction of more direct control of the gov- 
ernment agencies by the monopolies, 

Roosevelt may easily make a grandstand play 
now of refusing to see the industrialists’ spokes- 
man; but what of the private meetings he held 
all last month and this with the biggest Wall Street 
industrialists and bankers in the privacy of the 
White House? 

What of the visits of James Rand? Of the utility 
magnates? Of Brown, Morgan agent in Johns- 
Manville? Of the du Ponts? And who knows what 
other secret meetings not given to the press? And 
what of Roosevelt’s representative in the secret 
conferences at White Sulphur Springs, Shepard, of 
the N. R. A. Advisory Board? 

Who is on the industrialists’ committee which 
Roosevelt “rebuffed”? Owen D. Young, Irenee du 
Pont, John J. Raskob, Silas Strawn, and others of 
similar stripe. Are not these the very Wall Street 
monopolists who have been the inspirers, guides and 
executors of Roosevelt’s whole N. R. A. program? 

Roosevelt's “rebuff” is a shoddy piece of trickery 
intended to hide the fact that he is and always 
has been in direct contact with Wall Street and 
its agents from the day he entered the White House.

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Wages, Roosevelt and his spokesmen, Moley, Rich- 
berg and Roper, already gave the National Manu- 
facturers’ Association convention, two weeks ago, 
ample pledges that the administration places all 
its resources at Wall Street’s disposal. And was 
it not Roosevelt himself who sounded the opening 
of the wage-cut drive with his speech on the “costs 
of the housing program”? 

Where Roosevelt and the industrialists differ 
somewhat is on the method of tricking the masses. 
The industrialists’ program is the Roosevelt pro- 
gtam—minus the Roosevelt honied words, minus 
Roosevelt’s demagogy. It is the Roosevelt program 
in its nakedness! 

Roosevelt, as the head of the capitalist state 
power, has the task of blinding the masses, of keep- 
ing them in subjection through illusion, through 
trickery and maneuvering. Therefore, he cannot 
openly accept the open brutality of the industrial- 
ists’ plan, for example, to instantly drop everybody 
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Rally for Unity of Black 
and White 


EPORTS from Shelbyville, Tennessee, 

indicate a town crazed with lynch hy- 
steria and violence against the Negro 
population. 


The savagery of the mob is a terrible re- 
minder that lynch terrorism and violence are rising 
rapidly against the Negro masses throughout the 
South, This terrorism is not something apart from 
the general increase in violence against the whole 
working class. It is an intensified part of this rising 
fascist reaction whose source is none other than the 
capitalist state with the Roosevelt administration 
at its head. 

Three lynch leaders were actually killed and sev- 
eral others wounded by shots fired into the mob 
by National Guardsmen, and Lieutenant-Colonel 
John R. Stark, in command of the troops, hastens 
to assure the lynchers that “every shot that was 
fired by the guardsmen was fired in self-defense.” 

It would be a pitiful illusion to imagine that the 
sending of troops was an act in defense of the Negro 
prisoner or the Negro people. The mob was allowed 
to wreak its fury on the Negro section of the town, 
firing a Negro hotel and indiscriminately beating up 
men, women and children. The unrestrained fury 
of the mob in its attack on the guardsmen and the 
courthouse was more than the lynch-inciting press 
had bargained for. 

The only reason that the troops were ordered to 
fire on the lynchers was that the bloodthirstiness 
and savagery of the mob had reached such un- 
bridled fury that the whole prestige of the govern- 
ment as well as the interests of property had be- 
come involved. There is no doubt at all that the 
capitalist court would have carried through a swift 
and merciless legal lynching of the framed Negro. 
What the mob wanted was a speedier and more 
gruesome murder. And this is the only difference 
between the court and the lynch mob. It was the 
“dignity of the law” that was protected—the Negro 
quarters were left completely at the mercy of the 
mob. 

Proof that the “protection” demanded against 
the mob was not a protection in the interests of 
the Negro population is given by the latest reports 
from Shelbyville, which tell of the proposed forma- 
tion of “vigilante” committees of the “best citizens” 
to “restore the processes of the law.” This is the 
capitalist law used against the entire working class 
and to rush innocent Negroes to a swift, legal 
murder. 

It is the Roosevelt government, it is the whole 
state apparatus of the capitalists, with their schools 
and press, that spills lynch poison and incitement 
into the minds of the white toilers to cover up the 
slavery and oppression that pauperizes black and 
white. Does not the Roosevelt A. A. A. incite lynch 
terrorism against the Negro croppers in the South? 
Do not the N. R. A. codes fasten the chains of na- 
tional oppression through differential wage scales? 

The increasing miseries of the crisis are being 
used by the capitalists and landlords to incite the 
hungry against the hungry, the oppressed against 
the oppressed, the white against the black. It is 
only in the unity of black and white, of the working 
class and all oppressed groups that the chains of 
wage slavery and national oppression can be broken. 


Ohrbach- Klein Strikes 


HE arrests of almost 100 pickets outside 
the Ohrbach and Klein department 
stores on Union Square and the issuance 
of an injunction against the strikers of 


the Ohrbach company, gives striking proof 
how alarmed the bosses are at the growing mili- 
tancy and desire for organization among the de- 
partment store and white collar workers. The 
Boston Store workers in Milwaukee are waging a 
bitter strike. 

The strikers have aroused the attention of the 
entire labor movement to the shameless exploita- 
tion to which hundreds of thousands of workers in 
the large stores are subjected. 

The way the department store girls have defied 
the injunction, have faced the arrests, taken jail 
sentences only to return on the picket lines, should 
be convincing proof that a tremendous struggle is 
growing among the white collar workers.

In the first place, leaflets 
cannot contain all the news for one 
shop, let alone all the shops in a 
building. In the second place, leaf- 
lets are used when there is one 
specific point to be brought to the 
attention ef the workers. 

Regular Bulletins 

Bulletins, however, can be issued 
regularly. In the bulletin we can 
explain all our campaigns and shop 
conditions (in this case the existing 
conditions of the various shops in 
the building and the conditions of 
the service employees). We can 
teach our aims and principles to 
the workers through the bulletins, 
and we can rally them around us in 
fighting for better conditions. Thus 
we can educate the youth in the 
various shops and among the serv- 
ice employees in the class struggle, 
organize them around us, build up a 
revolutionary prestige among them 
for our League, lead them in their 
struggles by giving fighting direc- 
tives, and bring them into the union 
and League. 
It would be comparatively simple 
to get information from the young 
workers in the building for expose 
articles, by making friends with the 
service employees and getting them 
to tell of their conditions (which 
they will do if they know we work 
in the building), by speaking to 
other young workers in the elevator, 
etc. 
The elevator men also hold key 
propaganda positions, as they know 
and speak to all the workers. 

We must take great care with 
the first issue of our bulletins. Very 
often, by issuing an unattractive 
bulletin, with poor articles, we turn 
the youth away from us, instead of 
drawing them closer, and it often 
takes a long time to overcome this, 
A neat first issue (the succeeding 
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1 the Institute for 1 
Research, the beauty parlor for 
German economic conditions, can 
no longer dispute the fact that mat - 
ters are going from bad to worse. 
According to the figures given in 
the last weekly bulletin of the In- 
stitute, though industrial produc- 
tion has increased by about one- 
fifth in the third quarter of 1934 
as compared with the same quarter 
of 1933, it has remained stationary 
as compared with the preceding 
quarter of the current year, with 
a tendency to decrease. The index 


figure of industrial production was 
87.9 in the second quarter of 1934, 


and 87.8 in the third quarter. 


The output in production goods 
shows a slight increase. (It is a 
well-known fact that they must be 
classed in the main under the head- 
ing of armaments.) The output in 
goods destined for direct consump- 
tion has dropped. 


The Institute for Economic Re- 
search further states that thé in- 
vestments, especially in the substi- 
tutes industry, have increased. The 
output of investment goods in the 
heavy iron industry and machine 


industry has fallen off. The non- 


ferrous metal industry has also suf- 
fered a decrease. The output in 
textiles declined 8 per cent from 
July to September, 1934. The 
motor-car industry and the paper 
industry show a falling off, and 
production and employment in the 
cotton mills continued to decline

Trade Difficulties 


“The difficulties in foreign trade 
have increased,” states the fascist 
Institute for Economic Research in 
the third issue of its quarterly bul- 
letin for 1934. Exports, the total 
value of which amounted to over a 
billion marks, are 13 million marks 
higher in the third than in the sec- 
ond quarter (of course, with a con- 
siderable proportion of armament 
exports), but are 20 per cent short 
of the figures for the third quarter 
of 1933. Imports have dropped 8 
per cent during the last quarter. 
The total value of exports in July- 
September, 1934, was 1,005.4 million 
marks and the total value of im- 
ports 1,067.5 million marks, so that 
there was an excess of imports over 
exports of 52 million marks, That 
the excess is no greater is due 
chiefly to the curtailment of the 
imports of raw materials. Owing 
this curtailment of imports 
of raw materials and to the “as- 
sisted” exports of machinery and 
chemicals, the October returns show 
an export surplus of 16 million 
marks. The first ten months of 
1934 show a total excess of imports 
over exports of 251 million marks 
as compared to an export surplus 
of 573 millions for the same period 
in 1933. This is a very serious situ- 
tion for a country such as Ger- 
many, whose economic welfare is 
so largely dependent on its ex- 
port trade. The scarcity of raw 
materials due to the curtailment of 
imports is a further factor tending 
to worsen German’s economic and 
financial position. 


Germany’s finances are in a bad 
way. The total budget of the Reich 
shows a deficit of 18 million marks 
for the first half-year of 1934. This 
is not much, but expenditure usu- 
ally increases in me second half-

Discontent Increasing. 

HE discontent among the work- 
ers is increasing. The attacks of 
the employers, the wage cuts, the 
curtailment of the social services, 
the heavy taxes, the “voluntary con- 
tributions” rackets, the rise in food 
prices, the fascist labor legislation 
—all the measures by which Hit- 
ler vainly attempts to remedy the 


business—have increased the oppo- 
sition of the workers; 

A wave of resistance has com- 
menced in the shops, At Siemen’s 
the workers’ united action has in 
nearly every department beaten 
back an attempt to cut wages by 
means of a cut in piecework prices. 
In one department a wage increase 
was won. 
Wupper valley the workers of the 
largest department elected a dele- 
gation of six (four of whom were 
Storm Troopers) to interview the 
manager about wage cuts. The 


protested against the cut. The 
manager snapped at the four 
Storm Troopers and refused to hear 
the delegation. The department 
immediately stopped work. After 
an hour the management climbed 
down and said it would communi- 
cate with the authorities. A fort- 
night later the management at- 
tempted a fresh attack. The work- 
ers in the twisting department 
again stopped work and demon- 
strated in all the other depart- 
ments, Communist mobilization and 
the formation of a united front in 


strike lasted only an hour and a 
half: then the management re- 


made by Hitler should be made up 
by starting work an hour earlier on 
one of the following days. The 
watchword given by the Commu- 
nists, “No man comes in earlier 
than usual,” was unanimously fol- 
lowed by the entire staff of 700 
men; not one of them came in 
eaklier, and the impression made 
by this unity of action was so great 
that the management refrained 
from deducting the hour’s wage as 
intended. 

In Velbert (Rhine district) the 
management put the harvest festi- 
val badge into the pay envelope of 
each and deducted the correspond- 
ing amount from his wages. The 
men marched together to the man- 
ager’s office and insisted on being 
given their money. Only a very 
few men did not join in this action 
and the next day three neighbor- 
ing shops followed their example.
